Accordingly, the ATToaniv- 
fjfsrk'sr. pletded fur it the in&rtnily or 
human na'.ure. " Governors," ouoih the 
honorable and learned gentleman," muii 
be supposed lo have feeling! ai well as 
other men." There ii no gainsaying 
this. But the qnrslioa ii, ought Ihe re- 
presentative! of Mijnrrv to lie as prone, 
in tJieir officisl acta, to nprrtt their feel- 
ingi « other men f Due! not the dignity 
of their p«ition, together wilh the lulesna 
reaponiihititiei attaciied to it, require that 
Ihey ihould eierciae habitual con tW over 
their feelingt, and (hat, eipecially in 
their official intercourse with coordi- 
nate legiiUtiv* author uiet, Ihey should 
maintain lhat placidity of leinper, and 
that measured propriety of language, of 
which they have 10 illustrinui an ex-

Tu theiie nueiltom, wt apprehend, there 
can be hut one answer , and if we follow 
them up by calmly enquiring whether, in 
the interview described u above hj- the 
SKFHKF.fi, His Excellency .Sir Oionut: 
G:i -, ■. com}>orled himself after this dig- 
nified model, we think hu warmeit ad- 
herent! would hesitate to reply in the 
affirmative. 

Bui, setting aside all com id* ration! of 
"tone and temper," there are two point!

fully record our dissent. The first ii, 
lhat this Was in address which " required 
no reply/' Involving, as it did, two 
qtieitioni of great public moment- 
Crown Land Adminiilralion, and the 
protection of life and property io ihe far 
interior — the addreu surely required not 
only loirie reply, but the mort lerioui 
and cautiously worded reply that His Ex- 
ceLLcnev could pen. 

The other ii, that because the Council 
had not passed the Bill, His Evcili.vhcy 
" did nut see why, on lhat account, le- 
•pnaiililiiy should be cut on him.'' Tbe 
inuendo appears lo ua lo be altogether un- 
warranted by ihe (rue bearing! of (he ewe. 
The object of lha addreii was not lo cut 
responsibility rprm the UovfeRNoa, but to 
release him fivm responiibilily — namely, 
the fearful reipotuibiliiy of withdrawing 
pruieciion from the iqtiillers. So far 
from that responsibility hiving been 
" rast " upon Hii Eicixiekcy, he has 
voluntarily, and without any reason upon 
which he can rest a valiu defence, ttievinetf 
it. He ha» refused to co-operate with the 
Council in extending over a large body 
of Her Majittt'* subjects tbe broad 
■ hicld of Hut MaJUTv'a protection ; and 
Ihm, of hii own free will and motion, has 
undertaken an amount of responsibility 
which we ihunld have thought a 
Chriilian ruler would ihudder to con- 
template.

Accordintt 10 rj,, Ivi^Uftd, before the 
Seten Yetn' w tr. claimed that her territ >rie* 
to America ahould ea F end due weal at far na 
the Pti-ilic, and ahould thua eotcr not only all 
tha preaenl United Bl*le. and thit diaputed 
weetcm trriitury. bul alio part ut Mexico, 
.MotlmtLhiunding th.it. in tha rnd of the 
aerinternlh and tint hair of the eighteenth 
cent iriea.

In Ihe debate! in Farliicueal that followed 
thii communication, all partlii agreed upon 
on* point 1 in utterly refuting inidf ridiculing 
tbt prelenaioni of Spain to tho exeluiite 
dominion— lha totercignty — of th* whole 
WMUro tout of America and of lb* Mouth 
Seta, a* tbt ocean between America and Aala 
wat then called.
